Austin, Tex.,

Dean election bill, the object of 
which is to qualify Texas women 
enfranchised by the ratification 
of the nineteenth amendment to 
vote at the general election in No­ 
vember, 
as 
w’ell 
as 
other 
elections hereafter, was 
finally 
passed by the senate Tuesday by 
a vote of 21 to 6. 
Those voting 
in the negative 
were 
Seantom 
Bailey. Caldwell, Faust, McNeal- 
us, Parr and Rector. 
Senators 
Dorough, Hall 
and Westbrook 
were absent. 
All others 
voted 
for the passage of the bill. 
It 
was favorably reported 
by the 
house committee last night. 
The effect of the bill as explain­ 
ed by Senator Dean, one of its 
authors, is as follows: 
The first four sections re-enact 
the present poll tax provisions 
and statutes so as to make them 
apply to women as well as men. 
so that women 
beginning with 
the present year shall have assess­ 
ed against them the poll taxes 
they are required to pay just aa 
men have been required to pay it 
in order to participate in the elec­ 
tions held subsequent to Febru­ 
ary 1, 1921. 
The remaining sec­ 
tions of the bill provide that citi­ 
zens of the United States who pos­ 
sess the qualifications of voters 
in this state under the constitu­ 
tion of the United States and the 
constitution and laws of Texas, 
and who were not subject to the 
payment of the poll tax partici­ 
pate in general and special «Sec­ 
tions in this state prior to Febru­ 
ary 1, 1921, by obtaining exemp­ 
tion certificates as provided for 
in the bill. 
^ 
The bill provides for the pro­ 
curing of blank forms for exemp­ 
tion certificates by the commis­ 
sioners’ court sof the counties for 
sioners’ court of the counties for 
for the appointment of a suffici­ 
ent number of deputies by 
the 
various tax collectors to 
insure 
the opportunity to vote to all per­ 
sons desiring to do so who are eli­ 
gible. The collector is required to 
make out certificates 
in 
dupli­ 
cate. 
The duplicate copy is retained 
as a puFlic record in the office of 
the county clerk. 
The collector 
also is required to make out and 
furnish certified lists of those 
who have obtained exemption cer­ 
tificates to the election officers 
of the various voting boxes. A fee 
of 15 cents is required for the 
issuance of the certificates. This 
is paid by the applicant and goes 
to the collector as compensation. 
The bill prohibits election officers 
from allowing anyone to vote 
without having paid the poll tax 
where subject thereto or not hav­ 
ing procured an exemption certifi­ 
cate as required under the pro­ 
visions of tjie bill. Soldiers, Bail­ 
ors and marines are specifically 
exempted.
